Up  to  sixty-five  4-H  members  from  throughout  Alberta,  as  well  as  three  Saskatchewan  and  four 
Montana  4-H  members,  will  be  sharing  an  unforgettable  week  in  a  very  unique  area  of  Alberta 
this  summer.  Nestled  in  Alberta's  foothills,  Silver  Creek  Ranch  offers  participants  an 
opportunity  to  view  first-hand  areas  being  studied.  Upon  completion  of  the  camp,  each 
delegate  should  be  able  to  more  accurately  define  what  the  term  "Conservation"  means,  and 
apply  what  they  have  learned  to  situations  in  their  own  communities.  Delegates  will  study  two 
of  the  following  five  areas,  but  will  gain  a  broad  exposure  to  all  areas  of  the  environment,  and 
an  understanding  of  the  camp's  theme  "Five  Is  One". 

1.  WATER  CONSERVATION  —  Examines  the  basic  nature  of  water;  its  use  by  modern  industrial 
man;  problems  related  to  its  use;  planning,  development,  and  management  of  existing 
resources. 

2.  SOIL  CONSERVATION  —  Examines  the  components,  structure,  and  texture  of  soil;  the  role  of 
soil  in  sustaining  plant  and  animal  life;  wind  and  water  erosion,  and  soil  management 
techniques. 

3.  RANGE  MANAGEMENT  —  Examines  how  best  to  utilize  range  forage  for  maximum  livestock 
production;  how  to  sustain  forage  fields;  how  range  relates  to  other  resources;  and  how  to 
avoid  endangering  other  use  of  land. 

4.  FISH  AND  WILDLIFE  MANAGEMENT  —  Examines  the  problems  confronting  fish  and  wildlife; 
work  being  done  to  study  and  manage  wildlife;  and  aims,  objectives,  responsibilities  of  law 
enforcement  as  they  relate  to  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Division  of  the  Alberta  Government. 

5.  FORESTRY  CONSERVATION  —  Examines  mapping,  sampling,  aerial  photography;  equipment 
use  in  firefighting  and  timber  analysis  and  management;  components  of  the  forest 
community;  and  lumber  production.
